Alexander Ramsay of this city who left 
here some time ugo to enlist In the Brit­ 
ish Birny In South Africa has been heard 
from by a friend in this city who has re­ 
ceived uo Interesting letter from him. 
Before g ling to South Africa Mr. Ram­ 
say was on <he battleship Massachusetts 
and was Injured. 
Hia letter was written from Klerksdorp, 
Transvaal, May 25. und Iii substance is 
as follows: 
“ I must say thai I have gone through 
quite a lot shiv** I struck this part of 
the world. 
(if late, we have w**u e*<n- 
stnntly on the move, and have had rather 
more titan our Hint re of excltemeat. 
I 
hove b*-en a member of D am ant's cav­ 
alry, as you know. und this body holds 
the record for marching. 
Iii 24 hours we 
Went 87 miles and did not once unsaddle. 
It was certainly* a march for life. 
We 
went out with the Intention of doing some 
reconnoitering 
and 
everything 
went 
smoothly until w« had gone nlxiut 15 miles 
when we cain .- upon a farm house thai 
was full of Boers. 
As w* 
had no big 
guns with us, It was extremely difficult lo 
get at them, for they kept up • constant 
fire at us. 
Finally we w**re ordered to 
charge and we went st the house on ihe 
double quick. 
The result was th at we 
lost three men killed and four wounded. 
and lost 12 hors*# 
w hile we captured J7 
Boars alive mid killed and wounded ll 
of them 
"Our squadron was ordered to eseort the 
prisoners to a point about 12 miles instant 
where Sir W alter K itchener's column was 
encamped 
After a drink of coffee, we 
started off with the prisoners. 
We had 
b eet ruling about two hours, when our 
guldee came to the eonrluslon that we 
aer* lost. 
At that time It was 2 o'clock 
on the morti<ng 
To stsy there uptll day 
b teik was out of the question, for there 
was no telling when the enemy would 
swoop down u|xm us. so we spread our­ 
selves out and moved along at a careful 
pac*. 
In the course of time we came 
upon a cr* wd of Boer* and seven of us 
walked within JOO yards of them.

dently they had been watching us for 
*onu» »fm* 
for w** soon saw that they 
had us surrounded.

hustled 
buck 
over the ground (hat we had Just covered, 
hut we sen - cut off by the em m y to the 
number of at least 2*8), so we made for 
the open veldt et full gallop. 
They gsv* 
chase aud two of my chums were round- 
< d up and captured, h* both had fallen 
from their horses. 
We did not see them 
again for seven days when 
they came 
marching Into oui camp, almost naked. 
They had been stripped by tho Beers but 
they said that otherwise the Boers had 
used them well
